MAYOR TODAY—THAT’'S IT! 
Los Angeles should not be compelled to 


There is no reason in sight why the City 


Council should not give Los Angeles a Mayor 
at this morning’s session. 


The provisions of the charter are plain. The 


law, not the bludgeon, must be heeded. The 
law plainly provides that in such an emer- 
gency the Council shall—not may, but shall, 
elect a Mayor to fill a vacancy for the unex- 


pired term. There can be no question about 
the duty of the Council and The Times has 
no doubt that the Council will do its duty. 
The meaning of the words, “unexpired 
term,” has been called in question by a quar- 
relsome faction bent on getting control of the 
city by hook or crook. The average man of 
common sense fails to see why it should be 
necessary to invoke a solemn council of law- 
yers-or summon a special session of the Su- 
preme Court to find out the meaning of “un- 
expired term.” : 

“Unexpired term” can mean nothing else 
but the part of the term that has not expired. 

If the legal term of the office vacant and 
under consideration extends to January 1, 
the unexpired term is the period between the 
date of vacancy and January 1. The unex- 
pired term must run to that date. The unex- 
pired term cannot be limited by the action of 
a caucus or by the interpretation of a recallite 
attorney. The unexpired term is that part of 
the term which is unexpired. If it, the unex- 
pired term, runs to January 1, it cannot with 
any reason be said to terminate March 26, or 
April 1. It cannot expire on any date but 
January 1. 

There can be no genuine question of the 
intent of the law in this case. The dust 
thrown around the meaning of the, words, 
“unexpired term,” is a trick of designing poli-

contumely or because of irrational and superlative 
eulogy. He has treated America judicially and 
truthfully, and at the time of the publication of his 
“American Commonwealth,” statesmen of this 
country declared that Mr. Bryce’s of 
our national affairs was that of one wholly in sym- 
pathy with all the principles of inherent American- 
ism. So perfectly did Mr. Bryce fall into the po- 
sition of American Ambassador that when his ap- 
pointment was actually announced an American 
Secretary of State who was in London at the time 
said: “Why, he always has been the American Am- 
bassador.” It even was reported at the time that 
there was a murmur of objection from some part 
of England because it was feared Mr. Bryce was 
so largely an American that he might not uphold 
with sufficient enthusiasm England's standard of 
imperialism. From other quarters arose misgivings 
on the score that his love for America might result 
in an “Anglo-Saxon Alliance;” in fact, it was hinted 
that such an object was in view when Mr. Bryce 
was chosen Ambassador. Such talk was easily si- 
lenced and these opinions were vitiated by the 
truth; but the fact that such rumors could arise 
demonstrates how strong a friendship and how deep 
an were harbored by Mr. Bryce for 
America. 
Previous to his appointment to the United States 
Mr. Bryce was the chief Secretary to Ireland, and a 
devout champion of Irish home rule. He first 
leaped into political prominence in connection with 
the “eastern question,” in 1876, being one of the first 
to answer Mr. Gladstone’s summons to all good 
Englishmen to rise up against the Turkish alliance. 
His denunciatory speeches in this connection struck 
the first note of his political greatness. In 1880, 
despite the classic erudition which clung to him and 
which did not make for popularity, he entered Par- 
liament. Five years later he joined Mr. Gladstone 
in his famous campaign for home rule which was, 
as we remember, defeated a year later. It was not 
until 1892 that Mr. Bryce returned to office, and was 


of the Duchy of Lancaster. He later became Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trade, a position he retained 
until his appointment as Chief Secretary to Ire- 
land. This in brief is Mr. Bryce's political career. 

But there is another very important aspect of his 
character. Mr. Bryce as a man of letters enjoys a 
reputation wherever English is spoken. When 24, 
he wrote “The Holy Roman Empire,” a history stil] 
used as an authoritative text-book, the sale of 
which, having gone through twenty editions, is ac- 
tive today. Two other books of importance written 
at an early age, are “The Flora of the Island of 
Arran: and “Transcaucasia and Ararat,” the latter 
relating of the travels he made alone in an almost 
inaccessible part of Asia. It was not until the defeat 
of the Home Rule Bill in 1886 that he wrote “The 
American Commonwealth,” the book by which he is 
the most widely known. It has already become a 
classic, and, because of its scholarly insight, its 
comprehensiveness and accuracy, it must be ranked 
with the best of Von Holst and De Toqueville. Nor 
are these all. It would be impossible to enumerate 
the honors he has won for his classic achievements, 
or the degrees he has had conferred upon him from 
leading educational institutions.

ways safely follow this course under our system of 
government, and particularly our very admirable 
judicial system. It would show more modesty and 
more wisdom on the part of country editors and 
ices in newspaper management if less of an ex 
thedra policy were generally adopted in cases 
this. It would be safer for the people to look to the 
news columns of these papers for court decisions 
than to the editorial utterances coming from pre- 
tenders totally ignorant of the law. 

Our judicial system is admirable. Step by step 
important cases may be tried, one court reversi ng | 
the juagment of another until at last the supreme 
tribunal with its crown of justices around their 
chief, all learned in the law, pass final judgment. 

Of course, judges are mere men, and sub- 
ject to all the infirmities of human nature. Popular 
clamor influences rome judges, and has no effoct 
on others. The law in its final technical sense, quick- 
ened by its ascertained spirit, is the only safe guide 
a court sheuld follow. It is to reach this safe stage 
in judicial procedure that one court is authorized 
to review the judgment of a lower one. A court 
gravely errs, brings its functions into contempt, does 


to the judge reversed. It disables his legal ability 
or impugns his motives. It establishes his general 
unfitness for the office he holds, and casts s s«picion 
on all his decisions. If there is room to suspect par-

{Scientific American:] A few years 


ago an epidemic of measies broke out 
among the Indian tribes living on 
Vancouver Island in British Colum- 
bia, not far from Fort Rupert. and 
the shamans or medicine men came 
to the conclusion that a cannibal sor- 
rer. whom they termed the “hamat- 
su” (measies cannibal.) was slaying 
their children to eat them, and that 
he would continue to do so until he 
was killed. 

As they could not slay a ghost in 
nis own person they arranged a cere- 
mony in which one of thelr number 
— as the cannibal, and wag treat 
ed as they would have liked to treat 
the real foe. This fact of a subst.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 
RECORD-SMASHING THRILLS. 
De Rosier, riding his double-cylinder 

seven horse-power Indian, was the 
first rider to smash a world’s record 
when in the initial qualifying heat 
of the five-mile professional, open, he 
covered the course of two miles in 
Im. 408. flat. His best previous time 
for the distance was zm. 5s. 

K. Lingenteider, riding a four horse- 
power Thor, and A. Miethell on a aix- 
horse-power N.S.U., lined up with De 
Rosier, and the trio got away in a 
bunch. The Frenchman shot to the 
front, quickly increasing his lead to 
over a lap. At the end of the fourth 
Arch Mitchell withdrew, and Lin- 
genfelder was beaten by a lap and a 
half. De Rosier gave a wonderful ex- 
hibition of riding, and seemed abso- 
lutely fearless as he devoured the space 
around the sharp curves. 

Paul Derkum and T. Samuelson fur- 
nished the thrilis in the second quall- 
fying trial, and the time was but a 
fraction of a second slower than De 


Rosier’s. She local daredevil wore 
green leather chaps, and a green 
eweater, and leaning low over his 


machine tore around the circle like a 
fading streak. Samuelson had received 
his machine only the day before, and 
was handicapped in his first appear- 
ance by a lack of track knowledge. 
He pushed Derkum hard till the fifth 
lap, and “lost the heat by forty yards. 

Freddie Huyck, the Chicago rider, 
established a world’s record in the 
amateur five-mile handicap, which he 
won from Balke and Graves in the 
remarkable time of 4m. II 2-58. The 
best previous time was 4m. 438 3-5s. 
Huyck had to lap his rivals twice, ac- 
cording to the handicap, to win the 
honors, and after Baike had passed 
him in the previous brush, the visitor 
was determined to uphold his record. 
He opened his machine wide on the 
rolling start, and never slowed a bit 
on the terrific pace. 

CROWD BREATHLESS. 

Huyck passed Balke on the seventh 
lap in an exhibition of riding that 
caused the great crowd to stand 
breathless in anticipation of an ac- 
cident. His riding was even classier 
than that of the nervy De Rosier and 
he hugged the black line with un- 
swerving accuracy. He kept increasing 
his lead and again on the fourteenth 
lap assed the fighting Balke. The lo- 
cal boy was handicapped in riding a 
single-cylinder machine, and he could 
not overtake the more powerful In- 
dian. Graves quit early in the race. 

Again in the amateur three-mile 
open the Chicago rider showed his rear 
tire to the local espace eaters. His sole 
opponent was Charles Balke, and the 
two riders, fearless and apparently in- 
different to the awful risk in their 
wild effort, tore off the laps in record 
time.

mitos. Newport and neighboring towns 
have been much favored by surf fish- 
ermen, and several parties succeeded in 
having very fair sport this week at in- 
tervals. 

George Buckmaster, Irving Huntoon 
and Martin Brady visited Sunset Beach 
Monday, and caught a string of nine 
nice surf between them. While this 
number would be laughed at a little 
later in the year, the catch is good at 
this season, and brought joy to the 
fishermen, who, as a rule, got nothing 
on their previous visits.

The sport 
has been too uncertain, however, to 
vouchsafe any sure catches, and one 
must take chances in visiting the har- 
bor fishing grounds. 

Several fishermen have tried Ana- 
heim Bay, with good results. Johnny 
Graham caught a six-pound surf, a 
number of bass and some small nip- 
pers” while fishing off the beach 
Wedtiesday at the old landing point, 
and several of the residents have 
caught nice messes of fair-sized surf 
during the week.

The male and female wards are both 
connected with the recelving-room, and 
have a capacity of twenty patients.

FOR VIOLENT PATIENTS. 

In the shifting of insane and de- 
lirlum tremens cases to the basement 
another innovation will be instituted by 
the police surgeons. At present this 
class of patients is confined in the 
same ward with accident cases, and 
their nocturna] ravings prevent the 
latter from obtaining much-needed 
rest. Frequently, they wreck the in- 
terior of the hospital and the beds in 
their frantic efforts to free themselves 
from restraint. 

When the new cells are ready for 
occupancy the unfortunates may yell 
to their heart's content without pos- 
sibility of disturbing the victims above. 
The cella will be conetructed on the 
most modern and approved lines, both 
to insure the safety of patients and 
attendants. 

The remaining basement area will 
be devoted to a large and cgmmodious 
kitchen. This will be provided with 
the latest cooking apparatus, so that 
attendants can prepare proper foods 
for patients during incarceration. This 
in itself is a boon, in that all the food 
they receive now is what trusties bring 
them from the fail. 

The present hospital staff. consisting 
of Chief purgeons Quint and Garrett 
and Surgeons [Tonynge, Wiley and 
Wright will be increased by another 
police surgeon. 

These improvements will necessitate 
the expenditure of several thousands 
of dollars by the Council, but unless
